Call Patten Genius of Pool. 

It could not be learned whether Mr. Patten 
will be subpcenaed at Chicago to come here 
and testify. He has been generally credited, 
however, with being the financial genius of 
the pool, and in recent interviews has out- 
lined his bullish position and his determina- 
tion to fight the supposed bear clique which 
has been reshipping cotton te tails country 
from England in ar endeayor to break the 
market, 

The bull Movement has feached such a 
stage, however, that there are rumors of a 
possible May corner in the New York market. 

Announcement of the government's action 
was followed by an excited break in prices 
on the New York cotton exchange which at 
one time bid fair to result in almostas, it 
a demoralization as that noted last January. 

Early in April the market had a severe 
break under heavy liquidation, and at that 
time there were rumors circulating that the 
bulls were abandoning their position, but a 
considerable recovery in prices since then 
suggested that the selling had been largely in 
the way of outside liquidation, and during the 
last week or ten days there have been re- 
n¢wed rumors of an impending squeeze. 


| Trailing Interest Liquidates. 

The selling which followed today's threat of 
possible legal obstacles to bullish plans prob- 
ably represented, in large measure, the 
liquidation of this trailing Isterest. 
. But -yaually . close. students ~ of 
around the local ring expressed the opinion 
after the close that the bull leaders them- 
gelves had increased rather than reduced 
their contract holdings, and the market ruled 
considerably steadier in the late trading and 
closed at a loss of only from ten to nineteen 
points for the day. 

‘When news of the government’s decision at 
first was circulated the market became weak 
and unsettied, and inside of an hour May 
cotton sold at 14.54 c, or thirty points below 
the high level of the day, and about forty- 
five points under the high price.of last week. 
i closed at 14.65c bid. 


Proposal Causes Much Talk. 

The proposed government action Was prac- 
tically the sole topic in trade circles. All 
sorts of theories were adyanced as to the 
basis for the contemplated suit. One .nter- 
pretation was that government officials 
themselves had taken the initiative, while 
others believed a complaint brought by some 
of the interests involved on the short side of 
the market may have been responsifie. 

“We bought. cotton today,” said Frank B. 
Hayne tonight. 

‘And we shall buy it tomorrow if it is 
offered to us,” added his associate, W. P. 
Brown, “‘ because cotton here is cheaper at 
this moment than it is at any other point in 
the wor)ld.”’ 

‘We are not speculators,” continued first 
one and then the other, ** We are cotton mer- 
chants. We ate the people who took up the 
eoiton in 1908 and sold it to spinners all over 
the world. We stand ready to do the same 
thing tonight. Any spinner can buy our cot- 
ton at the market today, We are not cor- 
nering cotton or holding it.” 


Mill Operators Alarmed. 

Atlanta, Ga., April 18.—Cotton mill opera- 
tors are alarmed over the action instituted 
by the federal authorities against the leaders 
of the bull campaign and profess to see in it 
a covert effort on the part of certain Ntw 
York cotton brokers to get relief from con- 
tracts with mills, They assert that the gov- 
ernment unwittingly is co}perating with the 
bears in another, and what they fear will 
prove a disastrous raid. 

Many mills in this section tonight wired 
congressmen and senators apepaling to them 
to institute an investigation with a vitw 
to uncovering the, “conspiracy” they de- 
clare appears to exist. 


PATTEN WILL NOT TALE. 

“T have nothing to say in regard to the 
matter at all,” sald Mr. Patten, when seen 
at the board of trade. He declined to be in- 
terviewed. 

No subpoenas have reached the office of 

the United States marshal for service in Chi- 
cago as yet, but it is expected some will be 
received summoning local brokers to New 
York. - 
‘IT have’ received no hedieanttiine in the 
smatter,” said United States District Attorney 
Sims, “and I think.the investigation will be 
confined to New York.

Thomas learned of the new phase of fire pro- 
tection from Mise Emma Schultz, who is in 
charge of the girls employed in the neckwear 
factory of 8. Deiches & Co., 212-216 Market 
street, on the eighth floor. 


One Girl’s Heel Caught. 

Miss Schultz takes good care of her girls. 
After the Fish fire on Wabash avenue she 
pot them all out on the fire escapes over- 
hanging the river at Jackson boulevard and 
had them practice climbing. She found that 
the four slender bars which form each of 
the staire of the fire escape were set just 
far enough apart to catch and hold the 
French heels of young women running cown. 
the steep inclines. One girl's heel was caught 
so firmly that it wae necessary fora man to 
go down the fire escape and unilace the shoe 
before the girl could bé released. Miss 
Schultz tmmediately pictured what wagid 
happen in a fire. 

“The slim, pointed heels that are being 
worn catch in those barred steps, for I have 
tried it,” said Miss Schultz to the inspectors 
when they arrived. ‘ The stairways end the 
heele together constitute a terrible danger. 
to the girls working all over Chicago where 
this style of fire escape ig used. The stair- 
ways should be made in such a way that 
heels will not catch.” 

“Your ‘recommendations going to the 
city halk” sald Inepector Prendergast to 
Miss Schuitz. “ The danger is a real and @ 
serious one.’ 


Athletic Girl Experiments. 

Mr. Dieches took much interest in the dis- 
covery anent high heels. His daughter, Miss 
Stella Deiches, who has taken honors in ten- 
nis tournaments and is athletic, bappene® 
to De on a visit to her father’s office when 
representatives of Tue Trisune called to 
investigate the discovery. Mise Deiches hap- 
pened to be wearing high heeled shoes. She 
yielded to solicitation to experiment in climb- 
ing the fire escape so that the result could be 
noted and a photograph taken. 

Miss. Deiches pluckily descended to the 
ground, punctuating the trip by exclama- 
tions about the difficulty of the trip. 

The investigation of the building depart- 
ment is designed to be thorough and will em- 
brace the district bounded by Chicago ave- 
nue, Halsted street, Twenty-second street, 
and the lake. . 

The district inspected yesterday is the best 
regulated section of the city. Some points of 
criticiem were found, but not as many as aré 
expected when the search gets farther from 
the downtown district.

LAWYER'S BITTER WORDS 


‘Prosecution’s Opening Address 
Fails to Shake the Prison- 
er’s Composure; Wife 


Kansas City, Mo., April 18.—Scarcely had 
the state completed its opening statement in 
the murder trial of Dr. C. B. Hyde today 
when Dr. G. ‘T. Twyman, one of the prose- 
' cution’s most important witnesses, died at a 
local hospital. He was stricken last Sat- 
urday. Acute diverticulitis caused death. 

Dr. Twyman was for years the Swope 
family physician. When the nurses at the 
residence struck and accused Dr. Hyde they 
carried their complaint to Dr, Twyman. He 
called Dr. Hyde to his office and told him he 
was suspected, In ofher matters than those 
pertaining to his duties as a physician Dr., 
Twyman was a confidant of the Swope 
family. 


State Depended on Dr. Twyman. 

Upon him the atate depended largely to 
prove that Dr. Hyde bled James Moss Hunton 
to death. He also was expected to testify 
regarding the alleged attempt of Dr. Hyde 
to poison Miss Margaret Swope. Mise Swope 
was Dr. Twyman’s patient when, it is 
charged, Dr. Hyde tried to kil) her. 

When Dr. Hyde's attorneys took a deposi- 
tion from Dr. Twyman he refused to criticise 
Dr. Hyde. Without going into detail, Dr. 
Twyman said he approved in general of Dr. 
Hyde's work in connection with the illnesses 
of various members of the Swope family. 

So valuable did the state consider the testi- 
mony of Dr. Twyman that at one time Prose- 
cutor Conkling thought of dismissing the 
jury which had been chosen, but not sworn, 
and awaiting the recovery of the physician 
before beginning the trial. 


Hyde Calm Under Excoriation. 
Dr. Hyde sat calmly between his wife and 
his father in the Criminal court room today 
and heard himself described as a man whose 
greed for gold had made him a murderer, 

It was Attorney James A. Reed who in 
the course of delivering the pros¢eéution’s 
opening statement thus painted the physi- 
cian. 

Throughout the long ordeal of hearing the 
excoriating address Dr. Hyde listened atten- 
| tively. At no time did he reveal a sign of 
perturbation, When Mr. Reed closed, Mrs. 
Hyde turned, patted her husband on his 
shoulder, and said: 

“Yau did fine.” 


A few feet. behind the Hydes sat Mrs.. 


Logan O. Swope, mother of Mrs. Hydé and 
employer of Attorney Reed. She, too, paid 
strict attention to the address, but displayed 
no emotion. 

Many members of the Swope family were 
present when court opened. The state ob- 
jected to the presence of Mrs. Hyde. Judge 
Latshaw ruled that all the witnesses in the 
case except Mrs. Hyde and Mra. Swope 
should be excluded from the room. 


Attorneys Clash Frequently, 

Clashes between attorneys kept the spec- 
tators alert. The defense made early and 
active objection to the state telling the jury 
of any incidents in the Swope home not 
directly connected with the death of Col. 
Swope. 

The court decided to admit al! circum- 
stances which the state avers will tend to 
show that a plot existed to exterminate the 
entire Swope family. But, although this 
ruling was made early in the morning ses- 


to make strenuous arguments against such 
procedure. 

At one time Prank P. Walsh, chief counsel 
for Dr. Hyde, became so severely exercised 
over the point that he made a vicious attack 
on the state's witnesses, characterizing some 
of them es “ liars” and “ thieves,” 

As a result of the court's decision regard- 
ing this introduction of testimony the whole 
panorama of incidents in the Swope residence 
from the first illness of Col. Swope was dis- 
played. Every death in the house, every 
iliness of members of the Swope family and 
others, which the state alleged Dr. Hyd> 
caused, and a gréat number of suspicions 
that have been formed, were reviewed. 


Family Skeleton Almost Bared, 

At one time it seemed the innermost secreta 
of the domestic warfare in the Swope family 
would be exposed. When Mr. Reed launched 
on the history of the courtship of Dr: and 
Mrs. Hyde, which ended in an é¢lopement 
and for years caused family estrangement, 
spectators leaned forward eagerly. Mr. 
Walsh quickly interposed an objection to 
the telling of this story, and the court sus. 
tained him. 

The charge that Dr. Hyde poisoned Col. 
Thomas H. and Chrisman Swope by the use 
of cyatide of potassium as "well as strych- 
nine was the only new feature brought out 
in Mr, Reed's address. Dr. Hyde purchased 
large quantities of cyanide of potassium cap- 
sules at a loca} drug store. | 

Simultaneously with the buying of the 
eyanide capsules, said Mr. Reed, the r -.ysi- 
cian obtained a gq -intity of Hollenden di- 
gestive tablets, similar in appearance to the 
poison. _By the. use of the digestive cap- 
sules, the attorney chargec, Dr, Hyde hoped 
te cover up the fact that he had administered 
” sabe to his victims.

“Black Hand” Death Threat. 

The *‘ black hand letter’ received by the 
physician follows:

The clinching evidence was gained last 
Wednesday when a deputy smoke inspector 
watched the stack fly a jetty plume of smoke 
for sixteen minutes in one hour—almost three 
times ‘the maximum time aNowed by the or- 
dinance even for cleaning fires. 


Anti-Smoke Conference, 


As a result of the charges against the stack 
a conference hag been arranged for some 
day this week between Mayor Busse, Warden 
Charles J. Happel of the hospital, and Smoke 
Inspector Bird. Heretofore the city has gone 
om the theory that it was powerless to en- 
force the smoke ordinance against buildings 
operated by. other municipalities or govern- 
ments. In his investigations Mr. Bird dis- 
covered that he has the right to sue Warden 
Happel individually on the score of respon- 
sibility for the operations of the stack. He 
doesn't ‘want to sue Mr. Happel, howeyer, if 
a conference will remedy the evil. 

In company with T. E. Donnelley, chairman 
of the smoke abatement commission, Mr. 

ird visited William Busse, chairman of the 

unty board, and protested against the con-. 
tinued smoking. Mr. Busse consented to 
allow Mr. Bird to demonstrate that the plant 
could be trun without smoking. 

L. R. Stowe, an assistant emoke inspector, 
donned overalls and jumper and for three 
weeks worked in the fireroom tn actual 
charge of the plant. Mr. Bird says that 
during Mr. Stowe’'s stay it was demonstrated 
that the plant coyld be run without making 
smoke, and that on the last day of the ex- 
periment the top was as clean as a summer 
landscape. When Mr. Stowe left the smoke 
recommenced. 

“We operated the furnaces with screen- 
ings," Mr. Bird said. “ The county has con- 
tracted for washed nut coal and burns it. 
Screenings are between 50 and 75 cents a ton 
cheaper than washed nut, and we were able 
to burn them without smoke, something 
which now is not being done with the higher 
priced fuel.” 

Declare War to Finish. 

War that will last until every railroad pass- 
ing through Chicago abandons the thick 
smoke producing soft coal was declared by 
the smoke committee of the Chicago Wom- 
an’s club at ite final meeting in the morning. 

Through Mrs. John B. Sherwood, chairman 
of the committee, the women will recom- 
mend that another smoke committee of twen- 
ty-five members supplant the one of tea 
women now passing out of existence.

It is always refreshing to find a peer of relatively 
modern creation who is prouder to trace his descent 
from honest peasants than from mythical Norman an- 
cestors. An instance thereof is to be found in the 
“memoir” of the late earl of Cranbrook, which has 
just béen published by one of his sons, the Hon, Alfred 
Gathorne-Hardy, vice president of the Southeastern rail- 
road of England. Lord Cranbrook, who enjoyed in an 
exceptional degree, both in and out of office, the friend- 
ship of Queen Victoria, was the great-grandson of York- 
shire farm hands,. the family fortunes having been 
founded by his grandfather, who, while practicing hw 
at Bradford, seized the opportunity of purchasing the 
Lowmoor iron works, in 1789. Lord Cranbrook him- 
self was a member of the bar, but gave up ‘law for 
politics, owing to the repeated refusal of a Liberal lord 
chancellor to advance him to the rank of queen’s coun- 
sel.. Ten years later found him in office as secretary 
of state for the home department, when it dqvolved upon 
him to deal with the Fenian movement, which had 
crossed St. George's channel from Ireland to England. 

While secretary of state for the home department, he 
was the victim of a hoax, engineered In Canada, ac- 
cording to which an. attempt was to be made either to 
assassinate or to’ kidnap the queen, while staying at 
Osborne, in the summer of 1866. He insisted on en- 
vironing her with most extraordinary safeguards, and 
subjecting her liberty to an amount of restriction which 
she found intolerabie. There. were all sorts of stupid 
mistakes made by the police, including their arrest in 
the grounds of Osborne of Prince Arthur, duke of Con- 
naught, ‘and of the queen’s principal dresser or maid, 
as suspicious persons. When at length the fact was 
established that the alleged conspiracy to kill or kidnap 
the queen was nothing more than a hoax, she was tri- 
umphant, and, womanlike, gave the unfortunate Lord 
Cranbrook “a piece of her mind.” 

_ 

Lord Cranbrook was singled out by most of the mem- 
bers of the Conservative party to succeed Disreeli as 
leader in the house of commons. Disraeli, however, 
made the mistake of handing over his mantle to Stafford 
Northcote, who had few of the requirements of -leader- 
ship in the house of commons. Cranbrook felt acutely 
the blow to his hopes, and in 1878 accepted a peerage, 
and was transformed from Gathorne-Hardy into Vis- 
count Cranbrook, and, four years later, into Barl Cran- 
brook. 

After having held in thik the office of secretary of 
state for the home department, of the war department, 
and for India, as well as the presidency of the privy 
council, he refused office in 1895, on the score of old 
age, having seven years previously celebrated his golden 
wedding. He died in 1906, leaving an elaborate diary, 
in Over 200 volumes, running from 138387 until within e 
few weeks of his demise, and which contains a mine of 
information concerning the Victorian reign. He was 
succeeded in his honors by his eldest son, whose only 
office-holding has been that of private secretary to his 
father, and who contents himself with the duties and 
obligations of a Kentish territorial magnate, making 
his home at Hemsted Park, Cranbrook, In Kent. His 
eldest son and heir, Lord maaway, is married to a 
daughter of Lord Glasgow. 

= 

Each year the vatican publishes a sort of official an- 
nual entitled “Annuarlo Ecclesiastico Ufficiale,” which 
furnishes extremely interesting reading. For it shows 
that notwithstanding the action of the Italian govern- 
ment in first depriving the pope of his temporal sov- 
ereignty and of his dominions, and subsequently confis- 
cating the property of the religious orders, and in sup- 
pressing many of the latter, the papacy is more pow- 
erful or, rather, more influential in the Eternal City than 

ever before. Thus, whereas fifty years ago the bishops 
and cardinals in Rome numbered thirty-six, there are 
today double that number resident in the metropolis of 
United Italy.

HISTORY OF J. F. DORGAN’S LIFE. 


AN AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

Born of respectable Irish parents, in a lovely place 
called Ballinahina, situated two miles from the charm- 
ing city of Cork, Ireland, of which the poet gives vent 
to its praises of his native birthplace in his famous 
composings, where he first saw the light. In his young 
boyish days he was noted for his singing and smart- 
ness among his young playmates, and men of high 
rank often said: “if Dorgan would live to be a man 
he would make a smart fellow.” As he often says him- 
self, it was many the time that he stole along the 
green fields. of his father’s farm, singing some good 
old Irish melody, which often vied favor witli the 
beautiful thrush and nightingale, singing their sweet 
carola in the woods, which adjoined his father’s home. 
Mr. Dorgan, then a boy, scarcely reached the age of 5 
years, when he attended the National School at Carig- 

“navar, which Ifes a distance of about four miles from 
his old homestead. His teacher being Michael Delaney, 
@ professional schoolmaster of the highest type, of 
which the poet mentions his name in his composings, 
a famous educator and a loving master, of which the 
pupils of his school. were a credit to him for their 
learning and smartness. Mr. Dorgan continued to at- 
tend school until he reached the sixth grade of books, 
and.a boy must be a pretty good scholar when he 
reached that grade, for the schooling in the old coun- 
try is far more severe on the pupil than in this 
country; the tasks are far more harder to get off.
